The San Mateo county government 
bill, readjusting the salaries of the 
county officials and their deputies, has 
been signed by Governor Stephens, 
and will now become a law. The 
changes will take effect in January, 
1919, after the present terms of the 
county officials expire. 

“The salary bill,” as it is commonly 
called, was introduced by Assembly- 
man Eksward and passed by the re¬ 
cent legislature. But even though 
the bill was passed by both houses, 
gome fear had been expressed that the 
governor would refuse to sign it. 


Western Meat Company 
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Rotten Railroad Rate Making 

Tlie question of free switching limits and freight rates maintained by the 
Southern Pacific Company favoring Oakland and to the detriment of San 
Francisco, is one of the live topics on this side of the bay. 

A plain statement of the facts, together with certain general principles 
applicable thereunto, will make this case perfectly clear to the general 
public. It is a fact that 1 lie free switching limits of the Southern Pacific 
Company extend from the Oakland wharf to Elmhurst in Oakland, a distance 
of 10.8 miles, and that the charge for freight for said distance is 25 cents per 
ton. 

It is a fact that the Southern Pacific Company’s free switching limits in 
San Francisco extend only from Fourth street to Bay Shore, a distance of 5.5 
miles, and that the charge for freight for said'distance is 25 cents per ton, 
the same ns in Oakland, where the haul K nearly twice that of San Francisco. 

It is a fact which cannot be successfully^ disputed that while South San 
Francisco is at present outside the municipal limits of San Francisco, yet it 
is as much a part of San Francisco’s industrial system ns is Vlsitaeion Valley, 
where the Southern Pacific Company is at present putting in a round-house, 
shops and other extensive buildings and improvements; or as is Elmhurst a 
part of the industrial system of Oakland. 

It is a fact that the distance from Fourth street in San Francisco to 
South San Francisco is 9.1 miles, and that the charge of the Southern Pacific 
Company for freight for 9.1 miles to South San Francisco is 59 cents per ton, 
or double the charge for 19.8 miles in Oakland. 

It is a fart that the industries of South San Francisco puid to the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company the past year about- $2,999,999 for handling 999,999 tons 
of freight; that $.‘199,999 of this sum was charged to the 59 cents per ton for 
9.4 miles, which means a bonus of $159,999 discrimination money, puid to en¬ 
able the Southern Pacific Company to muintnin a 25-cent rate for 19.8 miles 
In Oakland. 

It is a fact, publicly stated by the general traffic manager of the Southern 
Pacific Company, that the 25-cent rate in Oakland is unprofitable, and was 
extorted by the officials of the ?ity of Oakland ns the price of what is known 
as the Southern Pacific Company’s Seventh-street franchise. 

It is also a fact while the said general traffic manager, in a public meet¬ 
ing, denietf the churge of rate discrimination by his company, as between San 
Francisco and Onklund, upon the ground that in both cities the free switching 
limits and the 25 cents per ton rate extended to the municipal boundaries; 
yet at the same public meeting he stated that at Los Angeles his company 
refused to extend free switching to the municipal boundary for the reason 
that the distance was 24 miles, and therefore unreasonable; showing that at 
Los Angeles his company iguored municipal boundaries, and adopted the 
true ground of a reasonable distance for free switching and a low rate. 

The general principles that apply in this case, briefly stated, are: 

The railroad is a public utility, with its operation and its rutes subject 
to control and regulation by the public. 

That this is a lund of free and equal opportunity, and that tills luw ap¬ 
plies to communities as well us to individuals. 

Applying these fundamental principles in this case, we find that the ofti- 
cials of the railroad company hud no rigiit to muke an unprofitable rute In 
Oakland any more than they could rightfully make an excessively profitable 
rate. Moreover the plea that the rate was mnde us the price of a 
municipal franchise makes the matter worse, for it convicts the officials of a 
public municipality, hs yvell'as’the officials of a public utility of bribe giving 
and bribe taking; u piece of political crookedness, in itself vicious and unlaw¬ 
ful and, therefore, voidable. 

The plea that municipal boundaries has to do with tills case is merely a 
subterfuge, resorted to ln.au attempt to cover the political chicanery the

Oakland wharves (steamers) for the same charge (59 cents per ton) as maim-! 
fact ii ring concerns located at Hlmhnrst reach the San Fruneiseo wharves 
(steamers), South San Fruneiseo being approximately the same distance! 
from the Oakliind wharves as Flmhiirst is from tlie Sun Francisco wharves. 1 
The present charge from South Sail Francisco to Oakland is $1.99 per ton. 
EXTENDING THE SWITCHING LIMITS TO INCLUDE SOUTH SAN 
FRANCISCO WILL (I) enable manufacturers at South San Francisco to 
reach Oakland for 59 cents per ton, and (2) give South San Fruneiseo car¬ 
load terminal rates, the same as Flmhiirst, Berkeley und Alameda, and make 
all San Francisco rates on shipments, on which the Southern Pacific gets the 
line haul, applicable at South San Francisco, the same as Oakland rates are 
applicable at Elmhurst, Alameda and Berkeley. 

Carload shipments of 39,909 pounds are moved between Elmhurst (Oak¬ 
land) and Richmond—18.6 miles—for 59 cents per ton, while similar ship- 
ments on the San Fruneiseo side of tlie hay, moving between San Francisco 
and South San Fruneiseo, a distance only one-half as great—9.4 miles—are 
charged the same rate, i. e, 59 cents per ton. 

SECOND ISSUE AT POINT. 

Now, again. South San Francisco manufacturers want to reach the San 
Francisco wharves for the same charge—I. e, 25 cents per ton—that Elm- 
hurst manufacturers reach the Oakland wharf. South San Francisco is the 
same distance from the San Francisco wharves as Elmhurst Is from the Oak¬ 
liind wharf. 

Following is the tariff provision governing the charge: 

SWITCHING LIMITS. 

At all stations in Arizona, California, Nevada, New Mexico, Utah and 
Oregon on California Northeastern Branch, for movement within switching 
limits, except ns otherwise provided herein (see Notes 1, 2 and 8): 

Carloads—25 cents minimum charge $5.99 per ear. 

At Oakland, Cal., applies only within the following switching limits: 
From Sixteenth street on the Port Costa line via Oakland wharf and West 
Oakland, to and Including Elmhust on the Niles lines, and to the signpost 
east of drawbridge on the Alameda line. 

Will not apply on carload freight originating at San Francisco, Cal, and 
destined to Elkton, Cal, or vice versa. 

Will not apply to or from transfer tracks of connecting lines on traffic 
originating at or destined to points beyond switching limits at point of 
transfer.

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HOME INDUSTRY LEA6BE DELINQUENT TAX LIST 
SHARED BY TALK 


OF GUNNI 



The following is a paper read by E. 
E. Cunningham of South San Fran¬ 
cisco before the Home Industry 
League of California at a meeting of 
the league on May 23d, at which meet¬ 
ing, among other matters of indus¬ 
trial interest, the question of dis¬ 
crimination on the part of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company in switching 
rates, as between San Francisco and 
Oakland, was considered: 

Mr. President and Members of the 
Home Industry League of California: 
The question we are here to consider 
affects in a vital way the industrial 
life and the growth of San Francisco, 
and of the entire San 
Peninsula. 

It is a home industry question, and 
comes by right for a hearing and con¬ 
sideration before the Home Iudustry 
League. 

We come here for a hearing to-day 
because we understand and we be¬ 
lieve that this league stands for all 
of California, and therefore opposed 
to the creation and maintenance of 
any artificial advantage for any lo¬ 
cality to the detriment of any other. 

There is no reason for antagonism, 
but every reason for friendly team 
work in the development of Cali¬ 
fornia’s industries. 

Industrial antagonism means indus¬ 
trial war, and is therefore destructive 
instead of constructive. • 

With fair play and a square deal 
there can be no such thing as indus¬ 
trial war. 

You men and members of this 
Home Industry League know and 
understand that all of this San Fran¬ 
cisco bay country is destined to be¬ 
come in time, and in the very near 
future time, a swarming hive of in¬ 
dustry. 

It is for you to aid in removing all 
industrial handicaps; and to aid in 
every way the full, free and fair de¬ 
velopment of all of California’s indus¬ 
tries. 

The particular features of the in¬ 
dustrial handicaps at present imposed 
upon San Francisco and the San 
Francisco Peninsula will be, or have 
been, presented to you by other 
speakers who are thoroughly informed 
as to the facts. 

With your permission I will con¬ 
clude my remarks with a brief state¬ 
ment of South San Francisco’s pres¬ 
ent industrial development, with its 
industrial assets ad potentialities. 

On the 19th inst. the industrial 
commission of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce ad¬ 
dressed to the Home Industry League 
of California a statement regarding 
South San Francisco’s industries, 
showing the number of men employed, 
the pay roll per week, and the num¬ 
ber of carlot shipments handled by 
the Southern Pacific Company.
